Outright Big 8 Title At Stake Today as Huskers Host 
Missouri Tigers 


Tom Osborne's Nebraska Cornhuskers can wrap up an undis- 
putas Big 8 title today with a victory over Warren Powers’ Tigers 

rom the University of Missouri. 

Nebraska, ranked No. 2 in the country this week, won the 
biggest game in Osborne’s career last Saturday in Lincoln, as the 
Huskers defeated Oklahoma, at the time the nation’s No. 1 team, 
17-14. The win improved the Cornhuskers to 9-1 overall and 6-0 
in the i oe or sole possession of first place in the league. 

If the Cornhuskers defeat Missouri, 6-4 overall and 3-3 in the 
conference, this afternoon, the Huskers would be the Big 8 
champs with a 7-0 mark. The Cornhuskers have already qualified 
for the Orange Bowl, on Jan. 1 at Miami, with its win over the 
Sooners, 

Should this occur, it would be the Huskers first Big 8 title since 
1975, when Nebraska shared it with Oklahoma, and the Corn- 
huskers first outright league crown since 1972. It would also mark 
- i time since 1973 that Nebraska has played in the Orange 

owl, 

In last week's win over Oklahoma, Nebraska's first victory over 
the Sooners since 1971, the Husker’s Offensive Player of the Game 
was senior running back Rick Berns. Berns carried 25 times for 
113 yards and one touchdown. He was also named the ABC-TV 
and Big 8 Offensive Player of the Game. 

Senior monster Jim Pillen was also the Nebraska ABC-TV and 
Big 8 Defensive Player of the Game, He had eight tackles and 
recovered two fumbles. Pillen's last fumble recovery came with 
3:27 left in the game at the Nebraska three yard line, after Okla- 
homa's Billy Sims had just dashed 17 yards and was headed to- 
ward the goal line for the Sooners go ahead touchdown. 

Nebraska fans remember Powers well, both as a Nebraska assis- 
tant and a head coach at Washington State. He was a Cornhusker 
aide from 1969-70, coaching the secondary. And then last vear, 
Powers was the head coach at Washington State and opened the 
1977 season with a 19-10 upset of Nebraska at Lincoln. 

The Huskers lead the Nebraska-Missouri series 37-31-3. How- 
ever, the Tigers have won three of the last five games, beating NU 
13-12 in 1973 at Columbia, 21-10 in 1974 in Lincoln and 34-24 in 
1976 in Lincoln. Nebraska's last two victories over Missouri were 
in 1975, 30-7 at Columbia and last year, 21-10, also at Columbia.

Private support to 
University is diverse, 
from many quarters 


Private support toward University of Nebraska growth 
is as diverse as the campus itself. Channeled through the 
University of Nebraska Foundation, contributions arrive in 
many different forms, such as annual gifts, bequests, 
memorials and endowed funds. 

Friends of the University are not only Nebraskans, as 
evidenced by the progress of the Nebraska Campaign, a 
three-year $25 million fund drive in which contributions 
are being received from coast to coast. 

Initiated in September, 1977 by the NU Foundation, the 
campaign has surpassed the $16.7 million mark. Deserving 
a firm handshake of gratitude today are the concerned 
folks who have provided these gifts. 

Well known Nebraskan Johnny Carson is one who 
hasn't forgotten his home state: ‘The University of Ne- 
braska was very important in my development years as 
was the State of Nebraska, where I was reared, educated, 
and began my career in radio and television. 1am indebted 
to the University and to the people of Nebraska,’’ Carson 
said after announcing a $100,000 gift to support four en- 
dowed University scholarships. 

Brent Sandene, a 1978 Millard, Neb., high school 
graduate, has already received a $5,000 four-year schol- 
arship funded by Carson's gift. 

Support from Californians for Nebraska founder Felber 
Maasdam arrived in the form of a $125,000 endowed gift to 
support scholarships and fellowships for honor students 
attending UNL. Californians for Nebraska annually mig- 
rate to a home football game. 

An active Nebraska supporter, Maasdam has also 
served as president of the Cornhusker Alumni Association 
in Southern California. Maasdam received the Alumni As- 
sociation’s Distinguished Service Award in 1961 and an 
honorary degree from the University in 1975. 

Law students can be thankful for scholarships estab- 
lished by a $310,000 bequest in memory of Lincoln attor- 
ney William McKinley Holt who was one of the original 
three members of the Indians Claim Commission ap- 
pointed by President Harry Truman in 1947. 

It is obvious that student assistance is a substantial part 
of Foundation contributions, scholarships and fellowships 
amounting to over one million dollars last year. 

Another substantial portion of NU Foundation benefits 
can be attributed to the Abel family of Lincoln. In their 
continuing support of the University, the Abel Foundation 
and family pledged a $500,000 unrestricted gift to the 
University, $30,000 of which is already earmarked for a 
special UNL project, the Center for Study of the Great 
Plains. 

The Abels made their first gift to the University in 1943 
when the Abel Foundation established a memorial fund 
for George P. Abel, Sr., a 1906 graduate of the University 
and founder of Abel Construction Co., Lincoln. 

A gift valued in the millions was made by another Lin- 
coln family; the James Stuarts. They transferred ownership 
of almost half of the 12-story Stuart Building in downtown 
Lincoln to the NU Foundation’s Nebraska Campaign. 

Proceeds generated from the building, a 49 year-old 
landmark, will support a special UNL project, the Center 
for Study of the American Business System. 

Speaking for the family, James Stuart said, ‘We hope 
that this gift will serve as a factor in a positive relationship 
between the University and the business community of 
Lincoln.”

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View from outer space helps professor 
gather water resource information

Much of Dr. Richard O, Hoffman's 
work originates 565 miles in space. 

That's where the Landsat earth re- 
sources satellite sent up by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration orbits the globe scanning and 
sending images of the earth’s surface 
for analysis by scientists and techni- 
cians below. 

One of those with a specific 
interest—Nebraska—is Hoffman, who 
is analyzing the satellite images to de- 
termine the amount of land in Ne- 
braska being irrigated by center pivot 
systems in order to aid in long-range 
water resource management and 
planning. 

“We're seeing great increases in 
center-pivot irrigation since we began 
the surveys in 1972,"" the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln associate profes- 
sor notes. In 1972, he points out, there 
were only 2,700 such systems in Ne- 
braska; by 1977, however, that 
number had skyrocketed to 15,027, an 
increase in five years of over 550 per- 
cent, 

“The 1977 Nebraska center pivot 
map shows the growth isn’t localized 
either, it’s occurring all over the

state."’ That’s important, Hoffman 
says, because center pivot systems 
now provide about 85 percent of new 
irrigation in Nebraska. 

“Basically, we're obtaining the fig- 
ures needed for planning and de- 
velopment of water resources in the 


state—what is available and what the 
prime uses for it might be,” he ex- 
plains. “We're also trying to estimate 
the effects of expanded irrigation on 
water tables.”

Cover Story: 


Artist finds ‘‘joy in human images”’ 
on gridiron and in other locales

The studio where Dan Howard does 
his painting is only a short walk from 
the stadium where I. M. Hipp and 
other Nebraska Cornhuskers do their 
struggling for one more yard and one 
more touchdown. 

But the disciplines the two repre- 
sent — some people would say they 
are miles apart. 

Howard is not one of those people. 

This year the chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln Depart- 
ment of Art combined painting and 
football in “Ruff & Tuff (The Big Red 
Experience)"’, reproduced on today's 
cover. 

The actual oil painting, which is 
55" X 47”, is Howard's effort to cap- 
ture in a painting the charisma, the 
color and the quality of the sports 
phenomenon known as Cornhusker 
football. 

His work is based on his collected 
impressions of UNL games. Using 
several football photographs from var- 
ious sports pages to provide models of 
the players, he created his own com- 
position by trying the figures in vari- 
ous combinations to portray the 
drama and the excitement of the 
game. 

“| don't often do paintings with an 
athletic theme,” says the artist who 
has won over 50 awards and whose 
works have been in over 100 competi- 
tive shows. 

“I'm interested in a variety of sub- 
jects; I think that helps me keep visu- 
ally alert. 1 find a special joy in human 
images, although I do engage in still 
lifes, landscapes, etc.”’ 

He may not paint sports pictures of- 
ten, but his enjoyment of athletics 
comes naturally to the Iowa native 
whose father, Harold “Mike” Howard, 
was a world champion wrestler for 
four years. For over 30 years the elder 


Howard was head wrestling coach at 
the University of Iowa, a school now 
known for its wrestling prominence. 

Just as natural as his enjoyment of 
sports is Howard’s love of art. It seems 
he grew up with both; even in the first 
grade he considered art class the most 
interesting period of the day. By high 
school he decided he was going to be 
an artist. 

Today Howard is an oil painter 
whose works appear in over 200 pub- 
lic, business and private collections, 
including those of composer Aaron 
Copland and Kansas Senatorial can- 
didate Nancy Landon Kassebaum. 

“I've been enamored of oil as an art 
medium for over 25 years,’’ Howard 
says. “It’s an expressive medium; one 
can get oneself into it as a meaningful 
reflection of one’s personality and 
concepts. The longer I work in it the 
more increased the realization | have 
of how little I have learned of the 
properties and possibilities of the 
medium. 

“Early on, when I'd done maybe 20 
paintings or so, I thought I had a lock 
on it. But now I’ve done over 500 and 
with each passing year I realize there 
is still so little that I know." 

Over the years gradual changes 
have occurred in Howard's style, 
changes which he says “come with 
maturity, outlook changes, a greater 
accumulation of experiences as an in- 
dividual, as my own interests broaden 
and deepen. It's a fascinating thing to 
be a part of that, to see those changes 
occur. They happen naturally — you 
can’t force them. And they happen 
over time, not over night.” 

Unlike some painters who are in- 
dignant when viewers do not recog- 
nize the message the artist meant to 
convey in his or her work, Howard 
understands that different people 
bring different experiences and views 
to a painting. Those experiences and 


views influence what they see. 

“I can't expect a viewer to have the 
same interpretation of a painting as I 
do,” he says. “Some will come close 
to what I see in it and others may vary 
considerably, but I think each differ- 
ent interpretation adds another di- 
mension to my art.” 

Through his paintings Howard 
makes statements on the world as he 
sees it, but he strives not to make 
those statements heavy-handed or ob- 
vious. 

“In my major works I’m concerned 
about the human condition in a satiric 
context,” he says. ‘I think people are 
fascinating, the ways they conduct 
themselves, the way the world works 
and turns. I'm making some comment 
about that in my paintings. 

“I feel you can make a point with 
subtlety and cleverness, without 
being obvious and trite and without 
trying to beat the viewer over the 
head. I think a painting has more 
longevity if the meaning is a little dif- 
fused and not so apparent.” 

Because he combines the roles of ar- 
tist, teacher and administrator, How- 
ard finds he must be jealous of his 
time. 

“Art is very time consuming,” he 
says. “I have to have a fairly generous 
span of time to paint. It takes time to 
get the paint and canvas ready.” 

For him, five to six hours is a good 
amount of time. ‘‘After about six 
hours my shoulders begin to wear out 
since my style is a pretty free- 
swinging brush stroke, and I work wet 
into wet.” 

Working wet into wet means while 
some artists apply one coat of paint 
and let it dry before applying another, 
he applies wet paint to wet paint, 
starting with a thin covering on the 
canvas and building by brush strokes 
and thicker paint applications. 

It is hard for him to find blocks of 


time for painting during the school 
year, but Howard says he gets quite a 
bit of work done during the summer 
and on vacations. He does 15-20 
paintings a year. 

His opportunities to teach and to 
work as a professional artist present 
Howard with what he calls the best of 
two worlds, in that he can practice his 
craft while sharing what he has 
learned with others. 

“I don't believe that old saw about 
‘those who can do, and those who 
can't teach,” he says emphatically. ‘I 
think especially on the college level 
teachers have to be vital, active prac- 
titioners. You can’t teach in the 
abstract in the arts.” 

His administrative duties as head of 
the art department don’t allow him 
the teaching time he once had, but he 
continues to teach a freshman draw- 
ing course in the fall and an advanced 
drawing course in the spring. 

“I’m stimulated by the opportunity 
to work with beginning art students,” 
he says. “It's challenging and reward- 
ing to be in on the ground floor. Of 
course, there are rewards and chal- 
lenges in teaching the advanced class, 
too.” 

Teaching gives Howard an oppor- 
tunity to communicate with students 
directly to see what they’re doing and 
thinking. While he hasn't seen much 
change in students over the years, he 
does note that today’s art student has 
more serious motivations and goals in 
taking classes now. 

He finds that appropriate, because 
“there is nothing easy about art. It 
takes a lot of dedication and practice. 
Just as a pianist doesn’t improve un- 
less he practices, polishes and per- 
fects, neither does an artist.” 

Those portrayed on today’s cover 
might add “neither does an athlete.” 
Perhaps football and art have more in 
common than some people realize.

College of the Day: Engineering and Technology 
Not just a job, engineering a committment

Although the University of Ne- 
braska at Lincoln opened its doors in 
1871, it was not until six years later 
that the first engineering student was 
enrolled. Over the next 10 years, the 
total never topped five. 

Today, 101 years later, the scene is 
quite different. With an enrollment 
approaching 2,800 on the University’s 
Lincoln and Omaha campuses, the 
College of Engineering and 
Technology—as it has been known 
since 1973—is looking for ways to 
keep the influx of students from out- 
racing instructional resources. 

Major increases in growth occurred 
in the college early this century and 
again following World War II, but 
neither has been more dramatic than 
that experienced during the past dec- 
ade. In the last four years alone, en- 
rollment has increased over 39 per- 
cent, reflecting growing demands 
from industry and business for en- 
gineering graduates. Classes are being 
filled to overflowing, with many 
classrooms and offices spilling over 
into four additional buildings on the 
Lincoln campus. 

Why the demand? Dean George P. 
Hanna Jr. says a major reason is that 
engineers are being looked to more 
and more to come up with solutions to 
the world’s most pressing problems: 
the energy crunch, pollution, renova- 
tion of the cities, transportation and 
food production. 

The college's curriculum has been 
broadened to meet the challenge. 
Whereas the University’s early en- 
gineering students learned little more 
than surveying and road and bridge 
building, today’s undergraduates may 
study everything from nuclear power 
generation to irrigation practices 
which can increase the agricultural 
bounty. 

Engineering or technology, as a re- 
sult, is more than just a job, Hanna 
says. It also represents a commitment 
to the improvement of life in general. 
He points out that college educators 
reflect that commitment by going far 
beyond the mere instruction of un- 
dergraduate and graduate students 
and into the areas of research, de- 
velopment and extension services. 

Extension activities range from re- 
sponding to technological questions 
from engineering professionals and 
Nebraska citizens to conducting en- 
ergy audits of businesses, industries 
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and homes across the state which 
have resulted in millions of dollars of 
savings. 

Research and development funding 
comes from a myriad of sources. All of 
the projects, however, are aimed at 
solving problems both national and 
local in scale. Faculty members im- 
part their expertise to keep Nebraska 
manufacturing, commerce, agricul- 
ture and industry competitive. By 
doing so they help keep the state's 
economy healthy and improve the 
quality of living—making ‘‘The Good 
Life’’ better. 

Donald M. Edwards, associate dean 
of the college and director of the En- 
gineering Research Center, a 147,000 
square-foot building, dedicated in 
1972, says objectives this year include 
increasing research efforts in the areas 
of energy, bio-medical engineering, 
transportation and materials research. 
As a result of efforts already under- 
way, some faculty members are be- 
coming recognized throughout the 
world for their contributions to sci- 
ence and technology—a prestigious 
plus for the University and Nebraska. 

Although there is a move towards 
increasing research activities, the em- 
phasis remains on undergraduate and 
graduate education. Curriculum is 
continually being revised and up- 
dated to deal with changing 
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technologies. Core courses, if any- 
thing, are becoming more demanding 
as the problems facing new engineers 
become more complex. 

Students on the Lincoln campus 
can earn bachelor of science degrees 
in agricultural, chemical, civil, elec- 
trical, industrial and mechanical en- 
gineering, computer science, and 
construction management. On the 
Omaha campus, baccalaureate de- 
grees are offered in civil engineering, 
and in construction, drafting-design, 
electronics, and industrial engineer- 
ing technologies. Associate degrees 
are also offered in all of the technol- 
ogy fields, including fire protection 
technology. 

Engineering students may obtain 
the first two years of their programs al 
UNO and then transfer to UNL to 
complete baccalaureate work in pro- 
grams not offered on the Omaha cam- 
pus. For engineering students, the 
college also offers an interdisciplinary 
program offering basic engineering 
studies with prerequisites for other 
disciplines such as medicine, den- 
tistry, law, business and physics. 

The college also offers graduate 
studies in engineering and computer 
science through the masters and doc- 
toral levels.

Hoffman... 
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What is in Nebraska’s water future? 
It’s simply too early to reach any firm 
conclusions, Hoffman says, adding 
there are those who can argue on 
either side of the question of ex- 
panded irrigation. In any case, he 
points out, it’s important that water 
resource planners have as much per- 
tinent data as possible on which to 
base their decisions for the future. 

Thanks to the research team headed 
by Hoffman, Nebraska is several steps 
ahead of most of the other states in 
that regard. The satellite irrigation 
surveys are unique to the state, 
Hoffman says, although several other 
states are planning similar projects for 
the future. 

Analysis of the satellite images is 
aided by the unique circular shape of 
the center pivot systems. Even though 
shot from over 560 miles in space, the 
patterns are easily discernible from 
enlargements of the satellite scans. 

Such research might seem unusual 
for a member of UNL's Department of 
Industrial and Management Systems 
Engineering whose previous research 
specialty was in health systems plan- 
ning and development, but it was 
Hoffman's management systems ex- 
pertise which opened the door. 

The original survey proposal 
evolved from a summer fellowship 
Hoffman was awarded in 1972 by 
NASA and the American Society of 
Engineering Educators. At NASA 
facilities at Huntsville, Ala., he joined 
16 other engineers and scientists to 
develop an earth resources informa- 
tion management system. It was there 


Hoffman was introduced to Landsat 
and its capabilities. After his return to 
Nebraska, it was a short step to his 
present research. 

Two other projects also occupy 
much of Hoffman's time. For one, he 
is developing a mapping model to de- 
termine which land in Nebraska 
might be suitable for irrigation under 
various conditions, another endeavor 
which could prove valuable in water 
resource planning. 

The other project is being con- 
ducted under the direction of Dr. 
Norman J. Rosenberg, a UNL professor 
of agricultural engineering, and in- 
volves developing a drought strategy. 
The project will identify areas in ag- 
riculture, industry, government and 
water resources that should be 
targeted to best prepare for drought 
situations in the Great Plains. 

Hoffman points out that all his re- 
search is multi-disciplinary, involv- 
ing researchers from other colleges in 
the University and state and federal 
governmental agencies. This ap- 
proach is stressed by the department 
and College of Engineering and 
Technology as a means of tying re- 
search to the needs of the state. 

But research is only part of 
Hoffman's work at UNL. “Ideally,” he 
says, “I like to spend a third of my 
time conducting research and work- 
ing with industry and the other two- 
thirds teaching.” 

Hoffman joined the UNL faculty in 
1970 after receiving his bachelor’s 
and master's degrees from Iowa State 
University, Ph.D. from Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute and State Uni- 
versity, and putting his skills to work 
in industry on several occasions. 

The year he began work at the Uni- 
versity is the same year the Depart- 
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ment of Industrial and Management 
Systems Engineering was created as 
the newest department in the College 
of Engineering and Technology. In- 
dustrial engineering is concerned not 
only with things, but with people. It 
involves the design, improvement 
and installation of integrated systems 
of people, material, equipment and 
energy. 

Hoffman currently teaches four 
courses—a plant and facility design 
course, one in engineering manage- 
ment, another on quality control, and 
a fourth on production and inventory 
management. 

The latter two deal with developing 
mathematical and computer models 
for maintaining industrial product 
quality at various levels of production 
and inventories at a level which will 
meet customer demand at a minimal 
expense. 

Since efficiency of operations can 
make or break a business, industrial 
engineering graduates are in high 
demand. About half of the job offers 
for UNL graduates come from Ne- 
braska firms and the starting salaries 
from all sources average around 
$17,000 a year. 

But research and teaching is what's 
important to Hoffman. Having worked 
both sides of the fence, he decided 
early that ‘‘teaching is where I’m most 
happy.” It also keeps him near the 
forefront of his profession. 

“Research keeps me current with 
problems facing industrial engineers 
and on the fringes of the new technol- 
ogy,” he says. ‘Teaching allows me to 
move those new ideas into the class- 
room. Finally, working with those in 
industry keeps me up-to-date on what 
is actually being practiced in the 
field.”

take a high priority in the overall edu- 
cational structure. Three of the more 
interesting of these include the 
Cooperative Education Program 
where participants spend two semes- 
ters and three summers working full- 
time for one of about 25 companies in 
rotation with their regular academic 
work; the Protege Program in which 
top engineering students are matched 
for a year with professional engineers 
on a one-on-one basis to get a first- 
hand look at engineering in action; 
and the Visiting Engineers Program 
held in conjunction with the 
freshman drawing and design class 
during which teams of students work- 
ing under the guidance of area profes- 
sionals conceive and design mechani- 
cal devices. Each of the programs is 
geared to give students a feel for the 
outside world—a world in which they 
will soon be contributing members. 
Academic excellence combined 
with industry demand has meant that 
University engineering graduates 
have had little trouble in the job mar- 
ket. While graduates in other fields 
have been forced to hustle for avail- 
able openings, a recent national col- 
lege placement study reports that en- 
gineering students, who make up only 
about 5 percent of those earning col- 
lege degrees, are receiving about 60 
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percent of all job offers. Average start- 
ing salaries, as a result, are consis- 
tently higher for engineers than for 
other college graduates. 

Brightening up what used to be a 
nearly all-male domain is an increas- 
ing number of women engineering 
students. Lured by the challenge and 


a booming employment picture, more 
and more women are turning from 
more traditional academic haunts to 
take on the world of engineering. Five 
years ago, a female face around the 
college was an oddity. Today, over 
150 women are registered and a 
steady continued growth is expected. 


Seek funds for 4-H Center 


Just picture it—a relaxed, woodsy 
environment for learning, far removed 
from the noise and other distractions 
of the city, yet close enough for easy 
access to more than half of Nebraska’s 
people. 

That ideal is becoming a reality 
near Gretna on the shores of the Platte 
River. The Eastern Nebraska 4-H Cen- 
ter is intended to serve primarily 4-H 
youth from the 24 counties in eastern 
Nebraska, but is available to other 
groups as well. 

Four-H clubs themselves have 
helped raise money for construction 
of the center, according to Tom Leisy, 
district extension youth specialist. 
Club members in the area have raised 
more than $150,000 through various 
activities, while $100,000 came from 
friends of 4-H and others. 

Jon Hallas, campaign director for 
the Eastern Nebraska 4-H Center, said 
$1.5 million still is needed for con- 
struction of the lodge. 


Hallas said that Bill Fitzgerald, 
president of Commercial Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan in Omaha has been 
named general chairman of the fund 
campaign and Jim Nissen, president 
and chief executive officer of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, Lincoln, 
has been named co-chairman. 

The location of the Center offers 
privacy and opportunities for outdoor 
education through hikes, nature 
studies, group activities and leader- 
ship skills training. 

The original construction plan for 
the Center called for 10 two-story ca- 
bins, each housing 20 individuals for 
a total capacity of 200, Leisy said. Five 
cabins are now complete and the re- 
mainder are in various stages of com- 
pletion. A lodge also is planned, in- 
cluding kitchen and dining facilities, 
recreation areas and meeting rooms 
with a capacity of 500. Up to now, 
campers have had meals catered and 
eaten on picnic tables outdoors. 
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“All profits will be distributed to the Extra Point Club Scholarship Fund and to local Elks Club youth pro: grams. 
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
